Of Water Line 


Delaware River 
Will Supplement 
Town's Supplies 


PHILADELPHIA. Sept. 5 — The 
Delaware River Navigation Com­ 
mission. at Its meeting Sept. 14 t 
will give Levittown Pennsylvania 
Corp. formal approval to extend 
a water lim* into the Delaware 
River. Hate man Haddington, secre­ 
tary, said yesterday 
The pipeline GOO feet long, will I 
supplement the Levittown 
water 
supply, now drawn from wells, with 
two-thirds river water, according 
to a 
recent announcement from 
Levitt and Sons, builders of Die 
community. 
The action Sept. 14 will be a 
formality, Haddington said, as the 
Pennsylvania 
Corp. 
has 
already 
been authorised to go ahead with 
the pipe, after convincing the com­ 
mission that It would obstruct nav­ 
igation. 
At a recent meeting of the Com­ 
mission, the Warner company ask­ 
ed for assurances that the pipeline 
would not obstruct sand and gravel 
barges in the river, the secretary 
said, and Die W arner and Levit­ 
town companies presented a paper 
of agreement that there will he no 
conflict. 
A at I-Freese 
Haddington said his group ad­ 
vised the Levittown Corp. to plan 
the pipeline so that It will not he 
hazarded by whiter freezing in the 
river. 
The pipeline, with a water filtra­ 
tion plant, will he constructed at 
the river, to he leased, and operated 
by l*ower Hucks County Joint Mu­ 
nicipal Authority. 
In announcing the plant to sup­ 
plement the well water with the 
river supply, a Levitt and Bons 
spokesman said the measure is be­ 
ing taken “to have enough for th# 
anticipated industrial growth here, 
and for sanitary purposes.”

When the pump was unable to 
draw water, firemen pumped water 
from the river to the water works 
settling basin to add to the,supply 
until the pump could be set to 
rights. 
Tile borough’s daily water capa­ 
city is now 1,600,000 gallons.
